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Mr a Chairman  and  Councillors* 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1967. 

The  population  figure  for  the  Rural  District  as  given 
by  the  Registrar  General  (estimated)  is  8*330  which  is  slightly 
less  than  that  for  the  previous  year  (8,380). 

Total  births  for  the  year  was  115  with  99  deaths. 

There  were  two  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  - both  were 
due  to  congenital  abnormalities • No  deaths  occured  during 
pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

There  were  88  infectious  disease  notifications  received 
during  the  year*  81  of  these  being  measles*  There  were  4 cases  of 
salmonella  typhimurium,  one  believed  to  be  contracted  whilst  on 
holiday  on  the  Continent,  the  remaining  3 cases  occured  in  one 
family  which  lived  on  a farm.  It  was  most  likely  that  the  infection 
arose  from  the  animals.  The  disease  started  in  early  July  and 
although  the  patients  soon  recovered  from  their  illness  they 
continued  to  excrete  the  organisms  until  the  latter  part  of  October 
thus  being  carriers  of  the  infection  for  quite  a considerable  time. 
The  affected  children  were  therefore  excluded  from  school  during 
this  period. 

There  were  nine  outbreaks  of  salmenella  infection  amongst 
calves  in  9 different  farms.  These  were  reported  by  the  Veterinary 
Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  farms 
concerned  were  informed  of  the  danger  of  spread  of  the  infection 
to  humans  and  were  advised  accordingly. 

There  were  3 instances  of  Undulant  F ever  (abortus  fever 
in  cattle)  as  having  occured  in  males  during  the  year.  All  were 
employed  in  close  contact  with  cattle,  and  whilst  the  infection  may 
be  contracted  through  drinking  infected  milk  there  is  little  doubt 
that  their  infection  occured  as  a result  of  direct  contact# 

No  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lung  were  notified  and  no 
cases  of  TB  glands  and  TB  bones  and  joints  reported  - the  latter 
type  of  infections  having  virtually  disappeared  since  the  eradication 
of  tuberculosis  in  cattle# 

No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  occured  and  there  were  no 
cases  of  infantile  paralyses  or  poliomyelites • 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  kindness  whown  to  me  at  all  times  and  to  thank  the  Clerk  and 
Officials  for  their  willing  assistance  and  co-operation#

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors , 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1967. 

Certain  changes  oc cured  during  the  year  in  both 
the  district  and  the  department.  The  most  significant  to  the 
populace  being  the  closure  of  the  railways  during  late  1966. 

Although  this  is  not  a public  health  matter  it  affected  the 
public  generally  more  than  any  other  item  during  the  year. 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  slaughterhouse 
at  Halwill  Junction  was  closed  down  by  the  firm  who  opened  new 
premises  at  Torrington.  Whilst  this  was  considered  to  be  a further 
industrial  loss  to  the  area  it  was  essential  in  order  for  the  firm 
to  comply  with  the  Ministry  requirements  concerning  such  establishments* 

A departmental  change  came  about  when  the  post  of 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  was  vacated  in  March  by 
Mr.  T.C.J, White  who  left  this  Authority.  One  month  later  the 
position  was  filled  by  Mr.  R.D.J.  Pyman. 

Until  the  closure  of  the  slaughterhouse  at  Halwill, 

Meat  Inspection  took  predominance  over  other  duties  although  work 
under  the  Housing  Acts  and  in  particular  Improvement  Grant  continued 
to  be  maintained.  Further  details  of  these  and  all  other  duties  are 
included  in  this  report. 

I have  to  extend  my  gratitutde  to  the  Council !s  Officers 
and  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  courtesy  shown  to  me  during  the 
year,  and  in  particular  to  Mr.  R.D.J.Pyman  for  his  loyal  service 
and  support*,

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

40  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  received  during  the  year 
which  were  all  approved  with  one  exception , All  applications  were  for 
improvement  to  the  full  standard  and  included  in  the  majority  of  cases 
the  provision  of  a septic  tank  and  bathroom  extension.  The  total  amount 
of  grant  paid  was  £8  ,,041* 

Only  4 applications  for  Discretionary  Grant  were  received  all  of 
which  were  approved.  Payment  of  £400  was  made  in  respect  of  the  only

Although  every  encouragement  was  given  by  the  Council  for  Discretionary 
Grants  the  number  received  during  the  year  was  again  disappointing.  Many 
inquiries  were  received  from  the  public  but  were  not  pursued  with  applications 
when  it  was  known  that  the  maximum  grant  available  was  £400.  This  is 
considered  to  be  an  unrealistic  figure  in  view  of  the  amount  of  work 
generally  required  to  attain  the  ’’Twelve  Point”  standard  and  the

Representations  under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act  1964.,  were  received 
from  the  tenants  of  4 dwellings  for  improvement  to  the  full  standard*  From 
correspondence  with  the  owners  (British  Rail)  it  was  obvious  that  improvement 
would  not  be  secured  without  action  being  taken  by  the  Local  Authority,  In 
addition  proposals  to  sell  the  dwellings  to  each  individual  owner  were 
unsuccessful. 

Immediate  Improvement  Notices  were  served  during  December  setting  out 
the  minimum  works  required.  Counter  Notices  were  served  under  Section  59(l)

Legislation  which  affected  Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  January o All  known  owners  of  such  mobile 
shops  were  circularised  and  informed  of  the  relevant  details. 

Inspections  of  vehicles  were  made  whenever  they  were  encountered  operating 
within  the  district • 

In  order  that  the  stall  holders  attending  the  weekly  market 
controlled  by  the  Council*  could  comply  with  the  regulations  it  was 
agreed  that  a number  of  hand  washing  units  should  be  purchased  and 
made  available  for  a small  hire  charge  to  each  vendor  handling  food. 
However  this  idea  was  not  put  into  operation  as  only  a few  types  of 
wash  hand  units  at  a reasonable  cost  were  available  at  that  time.  No 
suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  wast  water  from  these  units 
could  be  arranged  economically  apqrt  from  discharge  onto  the  ground. 

After  further  consideration  two  toilets  and  facilities  for 
equipment  and  handwashing  were  constructed  at  a place  readily  accessible 
and  for  the  sale  use  of  stallholders.

Further  minor  improvements  were  made  at  Holsworthy  Slaughterhouse 
in  an  effort  to  maintain  a reasonable  standard  with  a basically 
unsuitable  building  and  layout.  Negotiations  to  purchase  the  lease 
were  continued  between  the  occupier  and  the  owners.,  British  Rail* 
with  a view  to  more  extensive  alterations  being  carried  out  when  the 
occupier  has  complete  control.  The  throughput  at  these  premises  showed 
an  increase  during  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


This  duty  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Council rs  Surveyor 
in  conjunction  -with  Consulting  Civil  Engineers . 

A number  of  preliminary  reports  for  schemes  within  certain 
villages  were  prepared  during  the  year  for  submission  to  the  Ministry 
but  no  constructional  works  were  commenced.  The  need  for  sewerage 
facilities  in  the  parishes  of  Pyworthy  and  Baiwill  are  still  considered 
to  be  urgently  required  as  the  mesgre  existing  systems  are  grossly 
overloaded . 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Work  in  connection  with  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  is 
carried  out  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Surveyor.  A kerbside 
collection  is  undertaken  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  crude  tipping 
in  each  of  the  five  tips  within  the  area. 

Water  Supplies 


A mains  supply  of  water  is  available  to  the  majority  of  the 
district  being  supplied  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 

Certain  isolated  properties  are  still  dependant  on  a well 
supply  and  samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  on  behalf  of 
the  occupier  whenever  the  opportunity  arises.  Invariably  the  results 
obtained  are  very  poor  and  advice  to  improve  the  source  is  given,
